The Dressed Weight of Cattle. 
National Stockman, ] 

An important element, of course, 
in the profit of cattle feeding is the 
percentage of dressed meat which 
can be obtained from the carcass 
at slaughter. There is more or, less 
variation in animals of the same 
breed. The feeder, too, has seme- 
thing to do with this; and it hap- 
pens that there is no specific 
standard for determining just what 
a given lot of cattle will do when 
subjected to this test. The average 
good beeves put on the American 
market dress from 56 to 58 peunds 
to the hundred weight gross. 
Prize beeves often exceed 60 
pounds, and even 70 is occasionally 
closely approached, although peo- 
ple are very apt to be skeptical of 
this latter variety of figures. Not 
many feeders are in a position to 
determine what their cattle will 
dress, but many could learn by fol- 
lowing them into market, points in 
connection with this which would 
be of material benefit. It is not 
too much to say that net enough 
attention is generally given to this 
matter. A famous English feeder 
announces, after long years of ex- 
perience and observation, that his 
fat cattle have dressed just 51 1-7 
peunds, We do not now think of 
an American feeder of our ac- 
quaintance who attempts to keep a 
record bearing on the point.

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’ ACOORDING to our exchanges the 
small-pox is epidemic in Sierra 
City, and their are several cases in. 
Bierraville, about forty miles east 
of Bierra City. Yesterday it was 
reported that the dread disease bad 
appeared in Truckee. These facts 
indicate that the loathsome malady 
is moviog East, and it is but a ques- 
tion of a few days when it will ap- 
pear in Reno unless we take prompt 
action in the mitter. There is no 
regularly constituted Board of 
Health in Reno, but our County 
Commissioners are vested with au- 
htority to appoint sucha board. It 
would seem no more than a reasgn- 
able precauticnary measure for the 
Board of Commissioners to avail 
iteelf of ite prerogative and appoiut 
a Board of Health: without delay, 
and if necessary quarantine against 
the afflicted localities. Farmers 
and travelers arrive and depart 
daily from Sierra Valley, and if an 
embargo is not placed upon such 
visite there can be no doubt that 
the disease will soon appear in this 
city. Our valiey neighbors will at 
once comprehend the necessity of 
such actiou, and submit gracefully. 
Meantime, let us take what san- 
itary measures suggest themselves. 
Disinfect outhouses, sinks, vaults, 
and back yards; remove the accu- 
mulated filth from your alleys; get 
vaccinated and get your children 
‘vaccinated without delay. We are 
told that our physicians are well 
supplied with tbe most approved 
vaccine matter, and delay in this 
will be little less than criminal on 
the part of our citizens.

The Big Strike. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dee. 27.—The Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Reading 
Railroad employes assembly early 


this morning, after a secret session 
which lasted several hours, decided to 
lift the great strike on the Reading 
system pending arbitration with the 
company. The five crews over whom 
the trouble originated are to be sup- 
ported in the meantime by financia! 
aid from the employes. The decision 
was reached after a conference with 
the superintendent at his office last 
night. There were 140 members of 
the committee, representing ell sec- 
tions of the road. The decision of the 
Knightsin Reading yesterday not to 
strike is supposed to have had scme 
influence upon the action of the Board. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 27.—All the 
trains are moving on the Reading rail- 
road this morning and vo further 
trouble is anticipated. Nearly all the 
employes reported at 7 o’clock at the 
various depots ard freight yards, as 
well as those employed at the coal 
wharves at Port Richmond. The 
work of moving coal trains and trans- 
ferring from cars to vessels at the 
wharves was at once begun, and there 
was very little evidence of the great 
strike which, for the past few days, 
has threatened to paralyze the busi- 
ness of the Eastern Reading railroad 
sa ytem. Quite a number of employes 
in various branches failed to report, 
but officials state that these have per- 
haps been celebrating Christmas too 
enthusiastically and their places will 
be kept open for them a few days. 


Generous Governor Alger.
